Hi Eric, 

Thanks for your call. Glad that you came through Irene unscathed! It is always a pleasure to hear from you and 
to chat. 

I have been looking into your inquiry, and hope I may be able to assist. I think, if I am not mistaken, that the 
reference to which you alluded is the bound manuscript An essay on coining, by Samuel Thompson, evidently 
prepared in 1783 (not 1781), having 56 pages and plates. The pertinent section reveals that Thompson does 
indeed specifically state that the edge markings are applied after the coins have been struck, and in the 
watercolor plate demonstrating the application of the edge devices by means of the Chastaing machine, he 
even shows the images of oversized coins as already bearing their obverse and reverse designs. (This is of 
course contrary to what one might suppose from examination of the coins themselves.) Thompson was 
referring to the current practices of the Royal mint. Elizabeth Hahn wrote about this work in the last issue of the 
ANS Magazine, the number for which I prepared the article on some of your literary accomplishments in 
numismatics. 

I will give this further study when I am back in the office next week, and will attempt to get and send to you 
scans of the Thompson ms. There was apparently a copy of this in the Edward Barnsley papers.
